complicated problems of commerce, 
should be given a special training in 
Finance and Accounting, Political 
Economy, Commercial Iaw and so on.

Vice-Regal Expresses Interest 
In .Adlinal'' Experiments 

Lord Bessborough Pays Uni- 
varsity Visit over Week-End 

ll/TcGILL was nonoWa ny a visit from 
His Excellency the Governor-Gen- 
eral on Friday, who, In company with 
Sir Arthur Currle, made a survey of 
the pharmacology, physiology, bio- 
chemistry,' zoology and botany depart- 

Arrlvlng at thei^^^^Udlng at 
10.30, Lord Bessborough was present- 
ed to the heads of the various depart- 
ments by Sir Arthur Currle, follow- 
ing which the party proceeded to the 
Biology building where Dr. F. E, Lloyd 
showed a motion picture of carnivor- 
ous plants. 

Details of the various expérimenta were 
explained to the Governor-General 
while Dr. R. L. Stehle, chairman of 
the departmmt of pharmacology, 
showed a moving picture demonstrat- 
ing the effects of different types of 
stimulants and depressants on a rab- 
bit's heart. These studies, it was ex- 
plained, are being made in order to 
illustrate the flow of blood through the 
vessels in the heart/muscle. 

Tone^'Tests 

In the physiology department tests 
being made In the pitch and tone of 
sounds perceptible to anlmails were de- 
scribed. It was pointed out that cats 
and dogs hear many sounds inaudible 
to the human ear, and that rattle- 
snakes are most appreciative of varia- 
tions of tone and pitch. The purpose 
of a special sound diamber, which Is 
In the process of construction in this 
department, ytaa pointed out as being 
the ease with which the experimenter 
can observe the animals in the cham- 
ber while the sound is being varied to 
suit , the needs of the experimenter. 
Anrloular Canals 

The studies being made on the rela- 
tion of the auricular canals to theT 
scinse of balance were shown to the 
visitor by means of frogs in whom the 
research workers bad blocked certain 
portions of their canals. Lord Bess- 
borough expressed interest in tibe 
various experiments. 

Friday afternoon', the. Governor-Gen- 
eral, Sir Arthur Currle, Bishop Farth- 
ing and otlier distinguished guests pro- 
ceeded to the Missionary Loan Exhibi- 
tion on view in the Sun Life Building 
Under Uie: auspices of the Diocese of 
Montreal, which was opened by His 
Excellency.

Laboratory Recalled 

Physical Society Celebrates 
Fortieth Anniyersary On 
Friday AfternpW 

DR. KEYS SPEAKS

Dean Eve Relates Achieve- 
ments Of Noted McGill 
. Scientists 

Memories of the past were recalled 
last Friday afternoon when the Phy- 
sical Society gathered to celebrate the 
fortieth anniversary of the opening of 
the Macdonald Physics Laboratory. 
The first classes held in the building 
were in 1893, with an enroUmeht of 
140, and five Instructors, Including pro- 
fessors and assistants. At the pres- 
ent time there are 600 students re- 
ceiving instruction in the Physics de- 
partment from 4 staff of thirteen. 
' In opening tlw ineeVlrig," Dr. key^^ 
president of the society, referred brief- 
ly to the Importance of the occasion 
when on February 24, 1893, the new 
physics laboratory, built through the 
generosity of Sir William Macdonald, 
was formally opened. The building 
was dedicated to the use of undergra- 
duates, and to graduates carrying out 
original investigation and research, 
Recalls . Opening Program , 

Dr. Shaw, who spoke next, ran over 
the opening.program. t'hloh lasted for

Agnes Macphail 
Suggests Inflation 

Forum Speaker Advocates 
Currency Changes to Dig* 
pel Depression 

"The essence of the difficulty of 
unemployment Is the gap between 
production and consmnption,' and the 
low price levels," Insisted Agnes Mac- 
phail, MP. in an address on "Where 
do. we go from here," last night at 
the People's Forum. Miss Macphail, 
as representative of the Canadian Co- 
operative Federation, is the first and 
only woman to be elected to the 
Canadian Federal Parliament. 

"The control of credit in circula- 
tion Is iii the hands of a small group 
with little social responsibility. Peo- 
ple who have control of finaoce, have 
through it control of Ihdust^, trans- 
portation, etc." accused the 'speaker. 
While we consider it dreadful to al- 
low individuals to express their opin- 
ions, financiers are almost defied 
with a halo around Ueir heads. Real 
wealth— the ' characters of- people, 
education, fellowship, have been' dlS' 
regarded and forsaken, 

The philosophy of the lOtb century 
will ' not solve the piroblems of the 
20th century. "The Federal Govern' 
ment, alone can and . should put^ynir- 
rency back Into elrouiation by s^nd- 
big lavishly In dèînesslons and spar- 
ingly in booms." insisted the parlla- 
mentarlan. Following a policy of rig 
id economy and terrific deflation cur- 
rency and. credit ^çrjm : fall^ and 
priciBS àM going to 

The whole national and ° intiéhia 
tional Gold Standard system has been 
broken. Miss Macphail believes :-ttuit 
each nation should and must control 
their own national finance. They 
should measiuro this not against gold 
but agaii}st goods and services.

Discussing the development of Rous- 
seau's thought. Dr. Hendel delivered, 
the first of a series of lectures deaUn'g 
with that famous philosopher on Fri- 
day afternoon in the Arts buUding. 
"Late in the manhood of Rousseau, 
the moralist was bom." Up to that' 
period he had been carefree and ir- 
responsible, but the advent of Uhiess 
changed tho course of his life. 

To recuperate, he went to Charm- 
ettes, a pretty country town. It was 
there that ho came to the realization 
of the folly of wasting his life in mere 
Inanities. He resolved to make a '^-^M- 
change for the better and spent his- ^OT^^ 
time in the study of philosophir, '^'^^^^^^ 
mathematics and iatinf "Morality," 
said Rousseau, "is the art of living 
happily." He was particularly im- 
pressed by ihe writings of Plato, and 
by the remarkable life of the great 
Socrates. 

Father Lamy's Works 
He was particularly Influenced by 
the writings of Father Lamb particul- 
arly his book, "The Doctrine of the 
Sciences" a combination of piety and 
knowledge. "The various readings at 
th^ time," said Dr. Hendel, "gave him 
belief that knowledge Is virtue, and 
vhtue Is happtaess." He was con- 
vinced that the natmre of man was. 
at bottom, good, and la good because 
it strives after good."

Peter, Pirates 
and Pixies

rpHKV had to turn children away from Moyae Hall 
on Saturdny afternoon. Lured by the story of 
the boy who didn't want to grow old, Montreal 
youngsters packed the theatre to capacity, so that 
even the Power and Majesty of the Press could 
procure but a wall to lean agahist. If only a few 
tears were shed by, the. unlucky ones It is because 
there came the announceinent that "Peter Pan" 
would be played again the following week. Even 
a week is a long time to wait for -uoh excellent 
entertainment. 

For Barrle's piquant phantasy has all the es- 
sentials of ideal Juvenile dramatic enjoyment. 
There's the very incarnation ot Youth; there are 
redskins, fairies and pkates set in the enchanting 
Utopia of a Neverlahd; Uiere is a nursemaid dog, 
and a crocodile with a clock inside him. It takes 
children on wings to a land where there Is nothing 
but play; it shows an underground house, a pirate 
ship, and the thriU of a band-to-hand struggle for 
life or death. Then too, it has a goodly content of 
comedy, and touches of tense melodrama. 

All these potentlallt.les lay an added rcsponslbll 
ity upon the producers of . Uie play. But one has 
come to expect good work from the English De- 
partment, and on this occasion they have fully 
lived up to expectations. The whole production is 
staged with emphasis on the colorful and the spec 
tacular, the settings are realistic and vivid, and Uie 
mass scenes— particularly on the pirate ship— secure 
the utmost of their possible' effect. The costumes 
are consistent with this lively and striking atmos- 
phere, especially those of Peter Pan and Captain 
James Hook; Humor— so Important in children's, 
entertainment— has not beien neglected, and "Péter 
Pan" probably surpasses many of the iMist produc- 
tions in this respect. 

Against the romantic background so pictures- 
quely acliieved there stands the figure of Peter Pan 
hhnself. A tt dr Mr ^Shearer attempts an ambitious 
InterpretatiSnrW^gf ghe succeeds,— succeeds ad. 
mlrably. She Is no mere strutting character, con 
tent with a verbal declaration that she is eternal 
youth. Rather does she dance, unaffectedly and 
gracefully, throughout the whole performance,- 
creature of elfish lightness gUdtag among her more 
pedestrian fellows. Her voice has a husky quality 
—with a tendency to flatness at times— but her 
most striking characteristic is grace.'

CAID a mother to her child after the show: "And 
how did you like Captain Hook?" 
"Ooh," said the little girl, '/he was terr-ible." 
And she was using the adjective In Us correct 
sense,— not as hasty critics use It when they mean 
to be disparaging. . James Harvey as the pirate 
laptaln was a fierce and awesome figure, the sort 
that frightens little girls and delights ïltt]^ boys, 
John MacDougàll -played Nana, the caiâne'''nurse, 
with a rather ,\i4^8^1^um(nr that caught the at- 
ition of the au^e^%om the opening. Gordon 
LeOlaire was a comical and popular Mr. Darling. 
Of the rest of the large cast there was no one who 
could be termed weak; they came and went color- 
fully and interestingly, iseyeral of them, however, 
ovhioed that fault bo commoa' here,— the lack of 
voice range and control. 

The aerial entrances' and exits (tf Peter Pan 
were effectively secured by means of an ingenious 
arrangement of wires.; Here, "as' .throughout the 
play, the production showed a detailed' thorough- 
ness— a thoroughness that extended to the splash- 
ing of water up onto the deck of the ship, when the 
pirates Jump overboard. The settings showed a 
similar attention to detaU— though the sky In. the 
fourth act seems to have caught some of the Play- 
ers'' Club contagion. 

Whether Peter Pan Is better than any previous 
children's play produced here is naturally a diffi- 
cult question to decide. But I will risk contradic- 
tion and make this stâtèment^none of the others 
have been any better.
